The cumulative report by the 
Department Thursday 
represents casualties where the 
next of kin had been notified 
through Dec. 1. Because of delays 
in notification, it does not include 
all losses to that date. 


The official list showed 5,038 
killed in action, but the total of 
known dead was swollen to 5,616 
by the addition of 573 men who 
died of wounds, and five listed as 
missing now confirmed as dead. 

Those wounded, nonfatally as 
well as fatally, totaled 22,337. 

The number missing in action 
since the beginning of the war is 
5,067. Of. these, five are known 
to be dead, 107 are known to have 
been talggn prisoner by the enemy, 
and 621 have returned to United 
tiNations Military Control, leaving

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An Attempt at Sabotage? 


Nothing more starkly reveals the self- 
ish, narrow attitude of the Fulton County 
Commissioners who now oppose the Plan 
of Improvement, than their actions of 
Wednesday night. 

They submitted themselves and the 
Plan to the votes of the people. 

The people approved the plan. 

The Commissioners now reveal, in a 
manner almost shocking, what appears to 
be a poorly concealed unwillingness to 
accept the decision at the polls—the very 
foundation of our system of government. 

Stories are being spread to alarm 
eounty employees. 

Some are saying certain Commission- 
ers are claiming they have influenced the 
Governor and he will, on their order, veto 
it. Others are trying to tell police and 
firemen they will be fired. Some are seek- 
ing to line up smaller cities against it with 
stories false and distorted. 

It ought to be obvious that as far as 
firemen and policemen are concerned 
there wil] have to be a great many more— 
not less. They will not be fired. The same 
applies to teachers. 

The law as it stands provides for a 
periods of months in which there will be 
no discharges. Those in charge say that 
the departments which might be reduced 
are those where there is a large turnover 
and that will itself take care of the 
problem. 


Georgia Schools 
And Accreditation 


The Southern Association of Secondary 
Schools and Colleges yesterday continued 
accreditation of 158 high schools in Geor- 
gia for the current term. 

But the Association also adopted a reso- 
lution leaving it to the discretion of the 
Executive Committee to investigate con- 
ditions in Georgia schools if developments 
meanwhile warrant such action. 

That simply means if Georgia does not 
find a satisfactory solution to the dispute 
between the State Superintendent and the 
School Board, disaccreditation by next 
year is likely. 

Such blasts at the Association as that 
by Rep. Frank Twitty, Administration 
leader in the House, serve only to muddy 


the waters. 

Rep. Twittv thinks Georgia should 
change its system of accreditation. In 
other words, if we don’t want to play by 
the rules of the Southern Association, we 
will simply throw the rule book out and 
write our own. That makes no sense. 

We have firm confidence in the integ- 
rity of the Southern Association. That 
could hardly be otherwise in view of its 
history of able leadership, including now 
Dr. J. R. McCain, head of Agnes Scott. 

It is unfortunate that an official of the 


Association, W. E. Pafford, is directly in- 
volved in the present Georgia dispute. Mr. 
Pafford is one of the 12 supervisors dis- 
missed by the School Board over the ob- 
jections of Supt. Collins. In addition to 
other posts, Mr. Pafford is secretary of 
the Georgia Accrediting Commission of the 
Association. He is, therefore, directly con- 
cerned with the action of the Board. 

It is the same situation as if a milk dis- 
tributor were named chairman of the State 
Milk Control Board.

It seems to us the Association makes a 
mistake in allowing one so directly con- 
cerned to remain vulnerable to criticism. 
We are aware that the Association’s offi- 
cers must come from the ranks of school 
men and that any school man is likely 
at one time or another to be directly af- 
fected. It would hardly suffice, then, for 
the Association to exclude employees of 
any State education department from such 
posts. But it would simplify matters if 
one so affected were relieved of his Asso- 
ciation connection until such time as the 
controversy concerning him was satisfac- 
torily settled. 

Such a precaution would make attacks 
like that of Mr. Twitty even more foolish.

Merely Creeping? 


The public is deeply concerned, and 
with reason, over the slow progress of 
rearmament. 

What we hear chiefly from Washington 
is talk. There is a periodic splurge of 
headlines when more billions are made 
But little is said 
about what is being done with those bil- 
lions. 

In the current issue of U. S. News & 
World Report, a weekly published in 
Washington, is the answer. 

Very little. 

The military, says this magazine, has 
not yet even decided how big the defense 


program will be—despite five months of 


war and the knowledge that all-out mobi- 
lization might be needed any day. 

It is the old story of lethargy, confusion 
and incompetence. 

Less than half the money already ap- 
propriated for rearmament has been com- 
mitted. Stockpiling is going on at a slow 
pace. Until a few weeks ago vital surplus 
equipment still was being sold. The situa- 
tion led the Senate committee headed by 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas to refer to it as 
the “siesta psychology” in some branches 
of the Defense Department. 

Not even entry of the Chinese Commu- 
nists into the war and the disastrous re- 
verses of our troops in Korea have brought 
signs of greater activity. 

The public has a right to be con- 
cerned—even alarmed.

Closing the Gate 
On Lobbyists 


Lobbying on the floor of the House will be 

passe if the recommendations of a _ bipartisan 

entities = committee are adopted in January. The com- 

mittee, winielited by House Speaker Fred Hand, is urging adoption 

of rules which would admit into the House chambers only’ the 

members of-the General Assembly, possibly their wives, and the 
accredited newspapermen covering the legislative sessions. 


No .longer would State officials, or their agents, move through 
the House buttonholing solons and urging them to vote for increased 
appropriations. No longer would agents of private business firms 
or pressure organizations be able to sit with Representatives during 
the sessions to try to convince them to vote for or against. certain 
bills, or to try to see that they do “vote right.” No longer would 
there be-so much confusion on the floor that the “voice votes,” or 
even the hand-raising votes, for or against Georgia laws would 
include the voices or the hands of many visitors. 


Loophole There is only one possible loophole to this pro- 

posed new rule. As a matter of courtesy, the 
House traditionally has extended the privileges of the floor to its 
former members. As a means of getting into the General Assem- 
bly, some firms have hired as agents former members of the. House. 


Former Representatives also are State employees today, and for- 
mer Representatives are in pressure groups today. If the tradi- 
tional courtesy of admitting former legislators to the House is 
to be continued, the rules should specify that it be conditioned 
upon the ex-solons coming in as “old grads” for a visit—and not 
taking advantage of the situation to try to influence votes. 


Higher Estimate 4 unusual development came when the 
: solons previewed tax reviSion proposals 
here this week. Legislators who had read many statements by 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr., that a 3 per cent sales tax with- 
out exemptions would produce an estimated $60,000,000 annually 
by the end of the third. year of its operation, heard State Reve- 
nue Commissioner Charlie Redwine estimate that this would pro-! 
duce nearer $90,000,000. 

Redwine, home from a visit to Tennessee, said that State receives 
approximately $43,000,000 from a 2 per cent sales tax with a num- 
ber of exemptions. 

Georgia, said Redwine, has 20 per cent more people than Ten- 
nessee. With the same gasoline tax rate, Georgia collects 20 per 
cent more gasoline tax than does Tennessee. Tennessee officials 
said if they had a 3 per cent sales tax, with exemptions, they could 
collect $60,000,000. So, concluded .Redwine, Georgia, with a 3 per 
cent sales tax without exemptions and with 20 per cent more popu- 
lation, could collect—well, “a lot of money.” 

Some solons, who know Thrasher for his conservative estimates, 
leaned toward the estimate of Redwine. Some decided the pro- 
posed income tax increase and 3 per cent sales tax wouldn’t be 
needed in full to finance a $175,000,000 budget. So, what did some 
of them think about doing? Why, just passing a 3 per cent sales 
tax and skipping the income tax increase. Thrasher and other 
tax experts have consistently pointed out that a sales tax by itself 
will be unfair, since it will be a burden chiefly on éhe poorer people. 


Combination It’s very probable that the 3 per cent sales 

tax coupled with an income tax hike will pro- 
duce more than $175,000,000. .This will not be more than is needed 
to adequately finance schools and roads. However, should the 
solons decide to cut the proposed new taxes, it would be fairer 
to keep the sales and income tax co-ordinated, rather than pass 
one and eliminate the other. 

They might get some estimates on how much a 2 per cent sales 
tax without exemptions plus a co-ordinated income tax would pro- 
duce. A lot of legislators have said they would vote for a sales 
tax only if it is co-ordinated with the income tax and general 
tax revision.

The Problem Is Everyday Living 


WASHINGTON—After British Prime Minister Clement Attlée’s speech ‘here to 
the National Press Club, a shrewd and seasoned American observer of the English 
people commented that they would do more in this crisis than the Prime Minister 


is asking of them. 


In short, he is setting his sights too low. The observer elab- 


orated his diagnosis to say that in the case of both the United States and Great 

igs Britain the chief lack is not willingness of the people to do what needs to be done, 

but a voice to inspire and arouse them to the necessities of this hour of trial in Western civilization. 
He echoed something one hears quite often these days—a contrast between President Truman and 
Mr. Attlee, on one hand, and on the other, their two magnetic predecessors who rode the storm so mag- 


nificently and aroused their own people and 
those of our Allies so effectively in the previous 
crisis, World War II. 

Those two other figures—Winston - Churchill 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt—were, indeed, thun- 
derers—bold, forceful, dynamic and very articu- 
late. Though by heritage not out of the plain 
people but rather of the aristocratic tradition, 
they nevertheless struck an immediate response 
among the plain people and stirred them to liter- 
ally superhuman effort. By contrast, it is true, 


the two present leaders who met here together to’ 


work out plans to combat thé Russian-Chinese 
Communist aggression are mild and self-effac- 
ing men not given to dramatics. 


Both, however, are tough of fiber, deter- 
mined, and with. a certain doggedness in 

. their make-ups that is eminently fitted for 
the long and trying ordeal, day by day, which 
is what the Western world confronts in pre- 
sefving itself and its democratic mode of life. 


Both, too, are men distinctly out of the peo- 
ple and of the people, one from a substantial 
farm family in Missouri, the other from an Eng- 
lish midlands middle-class family who, as a social 
worker in the East End of London, learned the 
raw facts of life as it is lived by so large a part 
of the world. 

They understand the people who make up the 
bulk of their populations and those of the rest 
of the world, and derive from them a firm faith 
in those people who do the world’s work and 
fight its wars. They know the aspirations of 
those people. 

The. problem we face today is, fundamentally, 
that of people, and the understanding by people 
of one nation of those of others. Our task in 
this present emergency, for example, is to get 
our people to see their kinship with the people 
of Asia—the people, not their current dictator 
rulers—and to get those people to understand 
the aims of our people which are not at all those 
of a few among us who are noisy jingoists or, 
who, in the past, have looked upon Asia merely 
as a source of exploitation. 

President Truman understands that problem. 
From time to time he has stated it, but too for- 
mally it would seem. He would fill a need now 
lacking if he could give to it the native color 
and simplicity of which he showed himself capa- 
ble during his campaign talks, and if he would 
‘do it both in talking to our people and in talk- 
‘Yng to the people of Asia over the heads of their 
eurrent rulers. 

‘He has been able to dramatize to our people 
the plain common sense of developing our econ- 
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' at good wages, decent homes, - schools, 


omy and resources so that.people can have jobs 
security 
in old age and the like—and all that through: 
their own industry and enterprise and by con- 
stant pressure through their free political institu- 
tions to curb the greedy and selfish. 


In his National Preas Club speech, Prime 
Minister Attlee showed his understanding, 
too, of that basic problem by pointing to the 
terrible extremes of ‘poverty in China in 
which, he said, all sorts of dangerous move- 
ments. breed. | 


It’s a long-time problem, but an _ under- 
standing of it must be the basis of all we do 
in our diplomacy. The two mén who now are 
leaders of the two great nations which can un- 
derstand it because of their history and tradi- 
tions should tell the story over and over ‘in sim- 
ple language, both to their own people and those 
of Asia. 

It does not require heroics, only an under- 
standing of day-by-day living.

Check the Sale 
Of Fireworks

It is suggested that Georgia is ready to begin 
regulating the manufacture and sale of fire- 
works in order to eliminate the dangers for 
children and to prevent fires in a general way. 

This was seen when the Georgia State Fire 
Advisory Board recommended that fireworks 
dealers be required to cbtain State licenses and 
abide by State regulations. 

The group urged regulations which would 
assure that only “safe and sane fireworks” be 
sold in Georgia. 

Public displays of fireworks under expert 
supervision would be permitted under the pro- 
posed regulations but there may be some doubt 
as to whether any kind of firecracker is safe. 

At all events, it would seem that the time 
has come for State regulation of the manufac- 
ture and sale of fireworks. In many instances, 
where a city has forbidden the sale of fire- 
works, it is. possible to obtain them in the 
suburbs.

Unless something happens we will be down Miami way skortly, 
looking into the situation under the tutelage of Joe Adams, of the 
El Commodore Hotel, who owns and operates a large farm in the 


Everglades. 
I didn’t know anything about pangola grass 
Beef Maker until a South Florida research man told a con- 
vention of pasturemen that it was making upward of 1,000 pounds 
of beef per acre per year on cutover lands in the frost-proof coun- 
try of Florida. I’ve seen a few acres of first-year pangola grow- 
ing and it looked pretty good, but I haven’t had the pleasure of 
seeing it at its best and in large acreages. 
Chief Bennett, of the Soil Conservation Service, is the man who 
sent it to Florida for experimentation, I have been told, and it is 
changing the cattle picture down in Florida. If we get 600 pounds 


of beef to the acre per year, we feel like we’re breaking some kind 


of record up in this section of the South. 
As for the Charollaise cattle now resident in. Florida, I learn 


from Dr. Milton Jarnagin ‘that the breed originated in France, is 


well liked in Mexico and is of enormous size. Dr. Jarnagin reports 


_ that he has seen bulls of this breed weighing 2,500 pounds in good 


breeding condition. Also, that they look somewhat like the milk- 
ing shorthorn breed and that they are being crossed with Brahman 
cattle to increase the size. 


: Florida Find As to the Big Joe corn, I understand from Mr. 


Adams that it is a Florida discovery, that it 
is a wonderful corn and that it might be ready for eating purposes 
about the time we get there. I hope to give you a more detailed 
report on it by the time we get back. 

This Summer I discovered Mr. John Bailey’s new discovery, a 
wondrous corn named “Oto.” The training I underwent in learn- 
ing all of the secrets of this magnificent mountain corn should 
stand me in good stead in exploring the possibilities of Mr. Adams’ 
Big Joe corn. 

In this I will miss my genial editor, Mr. Ralph McGill, who pol- 
ished off a bushel of Mr. John Bailey’s Oto on one weekend. He 
would make a good table-mate on the occasion when Big Joe is 
introduced. If the melted butter and the corn held out, I am con- 
fident Mr. Adams could peddle the pair of us in the same lot as 
an additional pair of Charollaise bulls.

“No-Man’s Land” in Sash ‘ Ceorgia 


For more than a thousand years an- 
cestors of the white inhabitants of the 
interior between the Altamaha and St.

The demise of Flair Magazine, a casualty of paper shortage 
and critical political times, has disappointed many readers and 
spectators who found its innovations a source of amazement with 
each month of. publication. The brainchild of Fleur Cowles, wife 
of Publisher Gardner Cowles, it was as full of tricks as-a bag of 
puppies and just as entertaining. Typographically it was a miracle, 
and obviously this was not the time to undertake such expensive 
hocus-pocus. 


When she visited Atlanta, Mrs. Cowles explained that she felt 
magazines devoted entirely to fashion, house furnishings or the 
arts were apt to push women into. restlessness with what they 
already possessed in their homes and lives. 


“A woman can’t do over her whole house and her whole 
wardrobe every month, can she?” she asked. “Of course not, 
but I think a little of each, combined in one publication, 
would give the right emphasis to each of them.” 


Flair, billed as a de luxe literary, art and fashion magazine, 
was often criticized as somewhat arty and chi chi, at least in its 
months of infancy, but it was rapidly changing its personality. 

Letters to the editor, which poured in upon the knowing Mrs. 
Cowles, indicated readers felt there was much in the world that 
was not civilized and urbane and precious, and it needed atten- 
tion too. 


If it had lived, Flair would have become a far more serious 
magazine. The Cowles could not have been the world observers 
and reporters they are, without leaving an imprint of their own 
social consciousness.

Pick an evening during the holiday season when the 
whole family can lend a hand in making Christmas can- 
dies. Boxed homemade candies for Yule gifts and ‘stocking 
filleré are a homey way to express the season’s greetings 
to friends who have everything, the new neighbors, the 
postman, Johnny’s teacher, Mary’s new playmate, or Dad’s 


secretary. 


When you plan such a sweet- 
making evening select a recipe 
“@asy enough for dad to make 
with success; one that requires 
no cooking for little sister, so 
there will be no problem with 
the range, and of course a he 
man candy for the young man 
to make. From this collection of 
our very, very best candy recipes 
we hope you'll find a few new 
ones to add to your own favor- 
ites. We'll lead off with the one 
that has proven to be the most 
in demand by our friends. 


ENGLISH TOFFEE 


Place 1 cup sugar and 1 cup 
butter (4% lb.) in a quart sauce- 
pan with 3 tablespoons water. 
Heat, stirring, until butter has 
melted. Cook and stir constantly 
until mixture bubbles up thick 
and turns amber in color. This 
will require approximately 10 
minutes. Add 1 teaspoon vanilla 
and pour in a thin layer in a 
buttered pan. Lay three sweet 
chocolate bars on the hot candy. 
They will melt on_ contact. 
Spread evenly over toffee and 
sprinkle % cup chopped pecans 
over the chocolate. When cold, 
break toffee into pieces. We've 
found that when the toffee mix- 
ture reaches about 320 degrees 
on a candy thermometer, it is 
ready to pour. 


ORANGE WALNUTS 


Blend together fresh frozen 
orange juice (undiluted) with 
Sugar and stir over low heat 
only until sugar is dissolved. 
Heat to 240 degrees without 
stirring, or until a small amount 
dropped into cold water forms a 
soft ball. Remove from heat and 
add walnuts. Stir until mixture 
begins to thicken, then drop 
from a teaspoon onto sheets of 
waxed paper. Allo to cool be- 
fore filling into dried fruits. Ap- 
proximately 1% pound candies. 


CREAM FONDANT 


heavy saucepan. Bring slowly to 
a boil, stirring constantly. Then 
cook over medium heat to soft 
ball stage (238 degrees), stirring 
all the while.

Experienced candy packers 
and shippers point out that there 
are three potential sources of 
damage to guard against—shock, 
temperature, and humidity. If 
reasonable care is exercised in 
packaging, these three hazards 
can be overcome in almost every 
instance, they explain. 


Here are their suggestions. 
First, wrap the box in which the 
candy is purchased or packed in 
several thicknesses of waxed 
paper er metallic foil and_ seal 
this as tightly as possible; then 
wrap in several thicknesses of 


double-faced corrugated board; 


follow this wrapping with one 
of ordinary heavy wrapping 
paper—the kind your butcher or 
grocer uses. Be sure the com- 
pleted package is secured and 
tied with several lengths of 
strong twine — merely sealing 
with gummed tape is not suf- 
ficient, according to postal au- 
thorities. Postal officers also 
suggest that the package be 
labeled with the standard de- 
claration, “Contents Merchan- 
dise. Postmaster—This Parcel 
May Be Opened for Postal In- 
spection If Necessary,” and in 
addition with a “Keep Away 
From Heat” label. 


Generally speaking, gums, jel- 
lies, wafers, and “hard” candies 
make the best “travelers,” but 
almost any kind including candy 
bars and packaged goods can be 
shipped quite successfully.

How many meats, fish, or 


vegetables can you think of that 


take to breading? There’s no end 
of them. Veal cutlets and pork 
chops, shrimp and scallops, egg- 
plant and. tomato slices are but 
a few—but.such good ones! 

Breading merely means roll- 
ing the food in fine dry bread 
crumbs. But if the food is a dry 
one, the crumbs don’t stick. So 
then it has to be dipped in or 
brushed with a beaten mixture 
of eggs and liquid (2 tablespoons 
milk or water to each egg), then 
rolled in crumbs. Sometimes 
heavier coating is desirable and 
the food is rolled first in 
crumbs, then in the egg mixture 
and again in crumbs. 

Breaded foods are usually 
browned in hot fat. Breaded to- 
mato slices, for example, are 
sauteed i: margarine or butter. 
A breaded veal cutlet is browned 


in, hot fat, then water added and 


braised until tender. On the 
other hand, breaded shrimp are 
most often deep-fat fried, and 
bananas are baked. 

Since breaded meats, fish and 
vegetables, and even fruit, are 
so good, it’s wise to have dry 
bread crumbs always on hand. 
You can buy the packaged bread 
crumbs at many bakeries or 
grocery stores, or you can make 
them yourself by grinding dry 
bread through a food chopper, 
using a fine blade,, or running 
toasted bread through a food 
mill or crushing it with a roll- 
ing pin. If the bread is not dry 
enough, spread it on a cookie 
sheet and put in a very slow 
oven (250 degrees), until very 
dry and crisp, but not brown.
